LE'ITER OF WARNING 

On July b, 1983, a Resource Conservation ana .Recovery Act (RCRA) canpliance 
evaluation mspection was conducted at your fac1lity, at which t:L."tte the 
tollowin~ areas ot non-compliance ~~re noted: 

1. Apvroxunatcly 44 drums, J cylinders of caopressed gas and 4 cardboard 
boxes ot laboratory chtmicals ~re stored in the hazardous waste solvent 
stora~ area near tht curt> that divides the area. At the time ot the 
inspection lt. had not been determined if the wastes in the containers 
were hazaraous. This is a violation of 40 C.F.R. §262.11, which requires 
that a person who generates a sol1d waste must determine if that wast~ is 
a hazardous waste. 

2. Some of the previously mentioned containers in the waste solvent 
storage area W"are in p:JOr condition, rustod, dented, leaking and were not 
c..Losed. If any of the drums that were open or in poor condition contain 
hazardous wastes your tac1li~y is in violation of 40 C.F.R. §265.171 
and §26~.173(a ) . It should be noted tha~ if the waste in any ot the 
containers wroves to be non-hazardous as defined in RCRA, it is poor 
~ractice to store sud1 in a hazardous waste storage area as it provides 
the op~)rtunity for mislabeling and misn~rking and can cause serious 
problems during subs~~uent handling or at the tline of dist10Sal. 

3. If the waste in ti1e solvent storage area is hazardous it cannot be 
stored or dis!:JOSed ot until a detailed chemical and physical analysis ot 
a representative sample of the waste has been conducted, in accordance 
wit.t1 4U c.r .1{. ~2b5.13. 
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4. 'I11e tacility operations Jnanual does not contain instructions to 
inspect alJ.. tronitoring equip:nent, satety and emergency equir;.ment, and 
security dE--vices, and it could not be documented that inspections of such 
are bewg conducted, 111 violation of 40 C.F'.R. §265.15(b)(l). 

5. 'Xhere is no evidence that the facility's underground leak detection 
and rronitoring system is tested and maintained to insure proper operation, 
in violation of 40 C.F.R. §265.33. 

b. 'lhe sunp at the drain in the containment system of storage area 2 was 
tull thus allowing any overflow to go directly to the sanitary sewer. 
The sump must be inspoct~xi and maintained on a regular basis to insure 
proper performance in accordance with 40 C.F.R. ~26~.15(a). 

In order that your current compliance stat~s, regarding the above listed 
violat1ons, can be assessed you are requested to submit the following 
documentation or certification: 

1. 'Ihe analytical results of the contents of ead1 ot the 44 drums, 
3 cylinders and 4 cardboard boxes previously described in comment No. 1 
ot this letter. Also a detennination as to which of ~~e conta1ners 
contain a hazardous waste as det ined in RCRA. 

2. That any hazardrus wa.stes previously ston ... >d in containers in poor 
condition have been placed in containers that are in good condition. 
Also that any open containers containing hazardous waste are nCM closed. 

3. GJpy of inspection logs indicating that all rronitoring equihltlent, 
satety and emergency equipment and security devices are being inspected. 
Also re\llsed pages ot the operations manual containing instructions to 
ins}:JSct such. 

4. That the underground leak detection and IIDnitoring is tested and 
maintained to insure proper operation. 

5. 'Ihat the drain sump in the containment system of storage area 2 has 
been cleaned out and is inspected on a regular basis to insure that it is 
o.~r~erable. 
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Failure to submit the requested itans within 15 days of receipt of this 
letter may result in appropriate enforcement actions by EPA. 

It should be zoontioned, that while conducting the inspection, 10 drums 
labeled as hazarda.Is waste were located in a non-hazardous waste storage 
area. Upon turther investigation and questioning of employees it was 
alleged that the drums contained unused commercial chemical products 
which had been erroneously labeled as hazardous waste. W:lile this is 
apparently not a violation of the RCRA regulations it indicates a lack of 
"attention to detail .. regarding your facilities hazardous waste management 
program. Further such a practice could lead to confusion and mishandling 
of materials so stored and labeled.

LETTER OF WARNING 

On July 6, 1983, a Resource Conservation and Recovery Act (RCRA) canpliance 
evaluation inspection was conducted at your facility, at which tline the 
following areas ot non-compliance were noted: 

1. Approxlinately 44 drums, 3 cylinders of compressed gas and 4 cardboard 
boxes of laboratory chemicals were stored in the hazardous waste solvent 
storage area near the curb that divides the area. At the tline of the 
1nspection it had not been determined it the wastes in the containers 
were hazardous. This is a violation of 40 C.F.R. §262.11, which requires 
that a person who generates a solid waste must determine if that waste is 
a hazardous waste. 

2. Some of the previously mentioned containers in the waste solvent 
storage area were in poor condition, rusted, dented, leaking and were not 
closed. If any of ~1e drums that were open or in poor condition contain 
hazardous wastes your tacility is in violation of 40 C.F.R. §265.171 
and §265.173(a). It should be noted that if the waste in any of the 
containers proves to be non-hazardous as defined in RCRA, it is poor 
practice to store such in a hazardous waste storage area as it provides 
the opportunity for mislabeling and mismarking and can cause serious 
problems during subsequent handling or at the time of disposal.

3. If the waste in the solvent storage area is hazardous it cannot be 
stored or disposed of until a detailed chemical and physical analysis of 
a representative sample of the waste has been conducted, in accordance 
with 40 C.F.R. §265.13. 
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4. ~1e tacility operations manual does not contain instructions to 
inspect all monitorirli,J equir;xnent, safety and emergency equit.:xnent, and 
security devices, and it could not be documented that inspections of such 
are being conducted, in violation of 40 C.F.R. §265.15(b)(l). 

5. There is no evidence that the facility's underground leak detection 
and rronitoring system is tested and maintained to insure proper operation, 
1n violation of 40 C.F.R. §265.33. 

6. The sump at the drain in the containment system of storage area 2 was 
tull thus allaiing any overflow to go directly to the sanitary sewer. 
The sunp must be inspected and maintained on a regular basis to insure 
proper performance 1n accordance with 40 C.F.R. §265.15(a). 

In order that your cur~ent canpliance status, regarding the above listed 
v1olat1ons, can be assessed you are requested to submit the following 
documentation or certification:

3. Copy ot inspect1on logs indicat1ng that all monitodn] equiprrent, 
safety and errergency equit~nt and security devices are being inspected. 
Also rev1sed pages ot the operations manual containing instructions to 
inspect such. 

4. That the underground leak detection and monitoring is tested and 
maintaineti to 1nsure proper operation. 

5. That the drain sump in the containment system of storage area 2 has 
been cleaned out and is inspected on a regular basis to insure that it is 
operable. 
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Failure to submit the requested items within 15 days of receipt of this 
letter may result in appropriate enforcement actions by EPA.
